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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-18 are pending in the application. The Examiner has allowed claims 1 and 2. The 
Examiner has rejected claims 7, 13 and 14. The Examiner has objected to claims 3-6, 8-12 and 15-18. 
Applicant has canceled claims 7, 13, and 14 and amended claims 8 and 15. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of claims 3-18. 

Applicant has amended the specification to correct a typographical error. Applicant submits 
the amendment is merely cosmetic and does not introduce new matter. 

The Examiner has objected to claims 3-6, stating, ".. .when setting the count of grants equal to 
the 'value,' this value will be a negative number; then the negative number is decremented, thus it will 
never reach zero. According to the specification the value is actually size of the frame minus a count 
of the grants. The way this claim is read right now has the value equal to the count of the grants minus 
a size of the frame. Appropriate correction is required." Applicant has so amended claim 3. As noted 
by the Examiner, Applicant concurs that support for the amendment is found in the specification, 
specifically in paragraph [0035] of the specification. Thus, Applicant submits the amendment does not 
introduce new matter. Applicant notes claims 4-6 depend from claim 3. Therefore, Applicant submits 
claims 3-6 are in condition for allowance. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 7, 13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Narayana et al. (US Patent No. 6,577,635). Applicant has canceled claims 7, 13, and 
14. 

The Examiner has allowed claims 1 and 2. The Examiner has objected to claims 4-6, 8-12 and 
15-18 as being dependant upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Applicant has so amended claims 8 and 15. Applicant submits claims 4-6, 8-12, and 15-18 are in 
condition for allowance. 
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In conclusion, Applicant has overcome all of the Office's rejections, and early notice of 
allowance to this effect is earnestly solicited. If, for any reason, the Office is unable to allow the 
Application on the next Office Action, and believes a telephone interview would be helpful, the 
Examiner is respectfully requested to contact the undersigned attorney.
